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A Large 7 Alberta Sportsmen 
is Being nized to Take Part 
in Hunting Down the Last Rem- 
nant of the Pablo Herd in Montana 
—Buffalo Refused to be Captured 
—Will be Last Buffalo Hunt. 


Edmonton.—To engage in the last 
great buffalo hunt of the world, a 
party of fifteen sportsmen, headed by 
Howard Douglas, Dominion commis- 
sioner of parks, will leave Edmonton 
on the morning of Thursday, Novem- 
ber 3, for the Flathead hiils of Mon- 
tana. 

Michael Pablo, the Mexican owner 
of the big herd of seyen hundred 
buffalo which has been transferred to 
the Dominion government, weary of 
efforts capture alive thiity-five 
tough old lawless bandits of outlaw- 
bulls, which have caused all the trou- 
blé and stampedes in gathering of 
herds, has decided to have them hunt- 
ed down. : 

He has agreed to furnish any person 
wanting a buffalo with saddle horses, 
guns and all necessary equipment for 
a charge of two hundred and _ fifty 
dollars per buffalo. As the head alone 
is worth five hundred dollars and hide 
one hundred more, the offer of both 
adventure and profit appeals greatly 
to_sportsmen. 

Mr. Douglas has issued a circular 
setting forth the particulars of. the 
buffalo hunt and calling for applica- 
tions for the chase. Among those who 
have already replied asking for reser- 
vations are Sheriff W. 8. Robertson, 
and James Ross, of Edmonton; 8. A. 
Ramsey nad Colonel Walker, of Cal- 
ary; A. H. Forster and H. Y. Paul- 
sf of Wainwright. 

r. Douglas returned to the city 
from Wainwright, having superintend- 
ed the unloading of a consignment of 
buffalo received at the park last week. 
The buffalo hunt which Alberta sports- 
men will engage in will be the last to 
take place in America, when thirty- 
five head of outlaw bulls have been 
shot. The remaining fifty head at 
large on the Montana plains will be 
easily rounded up. All the buffalo 
in the world will then be in captivity 
with the exception of the wood bison 
of the north, which are under the pro- 
tection of the Dominion government 
and may not be hunted or killed.

Calgary.—The fisheries commission 
appointed by the Dominion govern- 
ment to investigate the fisheries situ- 
ation in Western Canada held a ses- 


sion in ary lest week. 
The ion was composed. of 
Prof. E. E. Prince, chairman; Judge 


of Saskatchewan, and Dr.

hatchery for the propagation of moun, 
tain trout, while it was also suggested

WANTS AN IRISH PARLIAMENT 


‘ 
Minimum Demand is for an Irish Par- 
liament and Control of all 
Purely Irish Affairs 

London.—The statement of John E. 
Redmond, recently made to define his 
attitude and that of his party on the 
Home Rule question, has aroused the 
keenest interest’ in English political 
circles, more on a¢count of the person- 
al matters involved than as bearing 
on the position taken by the confer- 
ence of the leaders of two parties on 
the veto question. Mr. Redmond, in 
his statement, denied an alleged inter- 
view purporting that he and his party 
were willing that Home Rule should 
be delayed in the case of Ireland until 
Engiand, Scotland and Wales also 
were ready for federated Home Rule. 
He said that his minimum demand 
was for an Irish parliament, an execu- 
tive responsible thereto, and full con- 
trol of all purely Irish matters.

The three- 
cornered agreement has already been 
ratified by the various interested par- 
ties. The coast milimen adopted it 
at a special meeting held in Van- 
couver. 

It is understood that the movement 
for overcoming American competition 
originated with Messrs, A. D. McRae, 
general manager of the Canadian 
Western Lumber company, milling at 
Fraser mills, New Westminster; and 
E. J. Palmer, manager of the mills of 
the Chemainus Lumber company at 
Chemainus, Vancouvey Island. 

On a recent trip to the prairie prov- 
inces, they took up the matter with 
the retailers, and the present agree- 
ment was the result of their negotia- 
tions. The coast mills recently cut 
the price of lumber to prairie dealers 
to the extent of $2 per thousand, the 
price delivered being $21.50 per thou- 
sand.

ARE A GREAT ASSET 


VALUE OF ROCKY MOUNTAINS 
TO CANADA 


The Superintendent of Dominion 
Forestry Speaks of the Conserva- 
tion of Resources—Only About Ten 
Per Cent. of the Timber Lost Has 
Been Used for Lumber—Forests 
Are Necessary to Development. 


Calgary.—‘I would like to urge up- 
on the members of the Canadian club, 
and the citizens of Calgary who may 
go out into the Rocky mountains or 
forest districts, the absolute necessity 
for the utmost care being taken at all 
times in regard to the handling of 
fires,’ said R. H, Campbell, superin- 
tenuent of Dominion Forestry, who, 
in speaking of the devastation 
Wrougnt among the forests through 
fires, before a large meeting of the 
Canadian club, illustrated some steps 
that might. be taken to protect tne 
trees. 

W. Bearce, who later moved a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Campbell, gave’ the 
startling statistics that of the timber 
lost in the last century from the for- 
est on the American continent, only 
ten per cent had been cut for actual 
use. The other ninety per cent. had 
been destroyed by fire. 

Mr. Campbell argued that the pre- 
servation of the forests for legitimate 
use only, was as much to the interests 
of the general public as to the interest 
of the lumbermen, for, affecting as it 
did the water supply, useful as they 
were in providing some of the requi- 
sites of mining; in forming recreation 
grounds; in sheltering game, and in 
their streams they are the most im- 
portant part of the natural resources 
of Canada. 

The prairie country could not have 
been built up without having the for- 
ests to fall back upon, for the forests 
must always be a permanent feature 
in civilization. It was sometimes said 
that the time was coming when there 
would be no great necessity for wood, 
but if the question was studied care- 
fully it would be found that even 
though there were so many substitutes 
for wood, as a matter of fact the con- 
sumption of wood is increasing fast. 

Some people might think that the 
Rocky Mountain range is not one af 
the best- assets of the country, that it 
would be much better if it was level- 
led down into good agricultural land. 

“T would like to point out that if the

He 
thought the term of “reserve’”’ unfortu- 
nate, and that the American words, 
National forests, were more explana- 
tory, because it was not intended that 
they should be shut up from use and 
proper exploitation. It simply meant 


| that, the nation laid down a policy that 


certain tracts should be administered, 
with the preservation of the forests 
as one of the main objects in view. 

In the Rocky Mountain district they 
had recently set apart reserves on the 
eastern slopes and the first object was 
to reserve timber. With that timber 
it would be possible to develop the 
mining industry. The geological de- 
partment had calculated thst there 
were twenty-two and one-half billion 
tons of coal along the eastern slope of 
the Rockies. 

“If you are going to get that coal 
out you are going to require forty- 
five billion lineal feet of wood, and in 
order to get that wood it will take the 
product of nine mil'ion acres for sixty 
years,”’ estimated Mr. Campbell.
